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Foreword 


As  usual,  the  body  of  this  report  gives  a  largely  numerical  and  graphical  account  of  the  work  carried  out  by 
the  School  Health  Service  during  1969.  It  presents  no  unusual  features  but  the  Service  continued  very  largely 
to  meet  the  need  for  the  assessment  and  supervision  of  the  health  of  children  at  school. 

A  welcome  feature  has  been  the  improvement  in  the  staffing  position  as  regards  speech  therapists  so  that 
substantially  more  treatment  was  given  than  in  1968  The  staffing  has  improved  still  further  up  to  the  time 
of  writing. 

It  has  also  been  possible  to  obtain  more  time  of  child  psychiatrists  for  the  child  guidance  team,  enabling  a 
better  service  to  be  given,  including  improved  support  for  the  work  of  the  Children’s  Department. 

As  regards  handicapped  children,  it  is  good  news  that  the  opening  of  the  Downland  Special  School  for  Mal¬ 
adjusted  Boys  at  Devizes  is  now  near  and  it  is  very  much  to  be  hoped  that  a  place  will  shortly  be  found  in  the 
building  programme  for  the  special  school  for  physically  handicapped  children  which  has  been  so  long  needed. 
There  are  now  more  special  classes  for  the  educationally  subnormal  but  further  development  in  this  promising 
sphere  is  required.  In  addition  it  is  expected  that  a  new  Act  of  Parliament  will  in  1971  bring  within  the  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  the  Education  Committee  (and  the  School  Health  Service)  provision  for  mentally  handicapped  persons 
who  are  unable  to  attend  even  special  schools  or  classes  as  at  present  understood. 

In  previous  annual  reports  I  have  mentioned  the  close  inter-relationship  of  the  School  Health  Service  and 
all  three  branches  of  the  National  Health  Service.  While  at  present  the  exact  nature  and  timing  of  future  unifica¬ 
tion  of  the  National  Health  Service  is  unclear,  much  continues  to  be  done  by  day-to-day  co-operation  in  caring 
for  the  health  of  Wiltshire  school  children  and  I  am  grateful  to  hospital  specialists  and  general  practioners  for 
their  ready  help. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chief  Education  Officer  and  the  staff  of  the  Education  Department,  including 
the  teachers,  while  the  staff  of  the  School  Health  Service  have  maintained  their  tradition  of  hard  and  effective  work.

The  establishment  of  medical  officers  is  sixteen.  Ten  medical  officers  are  also  district  medical  officers  of 
health  and  all  share  the  clinical  work  of  the  School  Health  Service.  The  time  devoted  by  medical  officers,  apart 
from  headquarters  medical  staff,  to  the  School  Health  Service  is  equivalent  to  6.3  full-time  medical  officers. 

Dr.  C.  L.  Broomhead  and  Dr.  R.  Beswick  were  employed  on  a  part-time  sessional  basis.  Their  time  during 
the  year  was  equivalent  to  .5  of  a  whole  time  officer. 

The  Dental  establishment  is  one  Principal  School  Dental  Officer,  one  Area  Dental  Officer,  two  orthodontists, 
fifteen  dental  officers  and  six  dental  auxiliaries.  At  the  end  of  1969  there  were  vacancies  for  one  orthodontist, 
three  dental  officers  and  four  auxiliaries.  The  following  were  employed  on  a  part-time  sessional  basis  : —

Although  there  are  two  educational  psychologists  on  the  School  Health  Service  staff,  they  work  half-time 
in  the  school  psychological  service,  and  two  psychologists  on  the  staff  of  the  Education  Department  devote  half 
of  their  time  to  child  guidance  work. 

There  are  two  whole  time  school  nurses,  two  part-time  school  nurses  and  75  health  visitor  school  nurses. 
In  the  aggregate  this  is  equivalent  to  the  services  of  approximately  14  whole  time  school  nurses. 

Mrs.  E.  M.  Blakeney  who  has  been  employed  on  a  part-time  sessional  basis  as  a  remedial  instructress  retired 
on  31st  May. 

The  establishment  of  speech  therapists  is  five.  In  addition  to  those  named  above,  Mrs.  E.  Broadbent,  Mrs. 
L.  M.  Copeland,  Mrs.  P.  J.  Hoare  and  Mrs.  C.  M.  Richardson  were  employed  on  a  part-time  sessional  basis.  At 
the  end  of  1969  all  the  speech  therapists  employed  were  equivalent  to  3.6  whole  time  officers.

Pilot  schemes  of  alternative  methods  of  medical  examination  were  continued  during  the  year.  One  of  these 
in  the  Stratton,  Wroughton,  Highworth  and  Marlborough  secondary  modern  school  areas  involves  the  examin¬ 
ation  of  an  additional  age  group  as  a  routine  at  the  age  of  eight,  and  the  other  in  the  Caine  and  Chippenham 
secondary  modern  school  areas  is  of  the  selective  method  of  medical  examination.

In  primary  schools  children  are  examined  by  school  health  visitors  once  every  term.  If  any  children  in  a 
school  are  found  to  be  infested  with  lice  or  to  have  any  other  condition  requiring  attention,  they  are  followed  up 
at  home  if  necessary  and  a  further  examination  is  carried  out  to  check  that  there  is  no  further  infestation  in  the 

school. 

In  secondary  modern  schools  the  school  health  visitors  see  each  child  individually  and  the  emphasis  is  more 
on  general  advice  on  health  matters  than  on  the  search  for  head  lice.

Medical  officers  visit  homes  maintained  by  the  Children’s  Committee  to  examine  children  periodically, 
and  to  discuss  with  the  Staff  any  general  health  problems  concerning  children  in  the  homes. 

Dr.  R.  F.  Barbour,  child  guidance  psychiatrist,  pays  weekly  visits  to  the  Starfield  Reception  Centre  to  give 
general  advice  to  the  staff  there  and  of  other  children’s  homes  and  to  see  children  in  and  about  whom  advice  is 
sought  by  the  staff  of  the  Children’s  Department.  Some  of  the  children  are  for  assessment  prior  to  case  con¬ 
ferences  at  Starfield  and  these  are  also  examined  by  a  school  medical  officer.  Dr.  E.  H.  Williams,  senior  medical 
officer,  and  Dr.  Barbour,  attend  the  case  conferences. 

Young  people  in  hostels  for  working  boys  and  girls  are  examined  annually  by  the  general  practitioners  for 
the  hostels. 

Children  who  are  boarded  out  are  medically  examined  annually.  There  is  an  opportunity  for  school  medical 
officers  to  do  this  when  they  are  at  the  children’s  schools  for  periodic  medical  examinations  If  this  cannot  be 
done  the  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  foster  parents’  family  doctors.

MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  POLICE  CADETS 

Police  cadets  are  required  to  be  medically  examined  at  intervals  of  six  months  to  establish  that  they  are  not 
suffering  from  any  condition  which  will  render  them  unfit  for  mustering  to  the  police  force  at  the  end  of  their 
training.  These  examinations  are  carried  out  by  school  medical  officers.  Eighty  examinations  of  police  cadets 
were  carried  out  in  1969.

HEARING  THERAPISTS 

The  hearing  therapists,  who  are  qualified  teachers  of  the  deaf,  follow  up  children  of  all  ages  who  have  a 
hearing  loss.  Although  they  work  primarily  with  pre-school  children  they  devote  part  of  their  time  to  school 
children  and  give  advice  to  parents  and  teachers.  They  supervise  the  use  of  hearing  aids  and  visit  homes  while 
children  are  on  holiday  from  special  schools.  There  is  a  free  exchange  of  information  between  hospital  specialists, 
the  hearing  therapists,  the  audiometricians  and  the  peripatetic  teachers  of  the  deaf  on  the  staff  of  the  Education 
Department.

Handicapped  Children 


The  table  on  page  22  and  the  diagrams  on  pages  23,  24  and  25  show  the  numbers  of  handicapped  children  who 
have  been  found  to  need  special  educational  treatment  during  1969  and  during  the  past  eleven  years. 

Routine  screening  of  children  for  possible  educational  subnormality  is  carried  out  at  the  age  of  seven.  All 
children  of  that  age  are  given  the  appropriate  Moray  House  Picture  Test  by  their  head  teachers  who  mark  the 
results  and  send  the  marked  test  papers  to  County  Hall  where  the  results  are  reviewed  by  the  educational 
psychologists  who  investigate  all  those  who  according  to  the  picture  test  have  an  I.Q.  of  80  and  below.  A  number 
of  children  with  an  I.Q.  of  80  or  less  are  found  to  have  satisfactory  attainments  and  further  tests  are  not 
given  to  these  for  the  time  being  but  the  children  kept  under  observation.  Other  children  are,  however,  given 
further  intelligence  tests  by  the  psychologists  and  where  necessary  children  are  further  examined  by  medical 
officers  for  possible  educational  subnormality. 

The  following  tables  show  the  results  of  the  screening  tests  administered  in  the  Autumn  of  1968  and  followed 
up  in  1969.  Comparable  figures  for  the  previous  year  are  given  in  brackets.

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Dental  Examination  and  Treatment 


REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  DENTAL  OFFICER,  1969 

A  satisfactory  report  on  the  dental  service  was  received  from  the  Department  of  Education  and  Science, 
following  a  three  day  visit  of  one  of  their  dental  officers  last  October.  He  noted,  in  particular,  that  the  school 
inspections  have  increased  by  47%  with  the  result  that,  despite  a  larger  school  population,  the  proportion  in¬ 
spected  has  increased  from  46%  to  59%  since  their  last  visit  in  1967.  He  also  noted  that  the  number  of  children 
treated  in  the  same  period  has  increased  by  26%  and  the  number  of  fillings  in  teeth  by  51%,  while  the  extractions 
of  teeth  have  remained  at  much  the  same  level,  thus  creating  a  welcome  trend  in  the  patterns  of  treatment. 

The  staffing  position  gave  some  cause  for  anxiety  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  because  it  was  known  that 
three  of  the  dental  officers  were  due  to  retire  and  one  was  resigning.  However,  we  were  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  replace  all  these  officers  without  a  very  serious  loss  of  continuity  in  the  service  and,  in  addition,  to  recruit  a 
further  dental  officer. 

The  difficulty  in  recruiting  dental  auxiliaries,  where  there  is  a  high  turnover  of  staff  mainly  due  to  marriage, 
is  causing  some  concern.  There  is  a  heavy  demand  for  this  type  of  ancillary  dental  staff  and  there  is  only  one 
training  school,  which  qualifies  a  maximum  of  sixty  girls  a  year.  This  has  produced  the  slightly  incongruous 
position  where  an  auxiliary  worker,  primarily  introduced  to  help  overcome  the  severe  national  shortage  of  dentists, 
is  in  some  instances  e.g.  where  it  has  been  impossible  to  make  a  replacement,  actually  throwing  an  increased  work 
load  back  on  the  dentist.  I  feel  that  the  General  Dental  Council  must  give  serious  consideration  to  the  opening 
of  further  training  schools. 

Two  additional  clinics  have  been  opened  during  the  year.  The  first  floor  of  a  house  at  Wroughton  has  been 
converted  into  a  two  surgery  dental  suite  and  will  serve  the  needs  of  the  expanding  school  population  in  this  area. 
The  other  additional  dental  clinic  is  at  Malmesbury.  Here  an  old  school  house  in  the  centre  of  the  town  has 
been  converted  into  a  health  clinic  and  one  room  has  been  equipped  as  a  dental  surgery.  At  present  it  is  poorly 
equipped,  but  it  is  hoped  to  improve  the  standard  of  equipment  next  year.  Although  this  building  is  far  from 
being  ideal  it  does  serve  an  urgent  need  for  a  clinic  in  this  area,  until  a  Health  Centre  can  be  provided.  Previously, 
treatment  could  only  be  provided  by  the  use  of  a  mobile  clinic  or  the  children  had  to  travel  to  the  clinics  at 
Chippenham  and  Swindon. 

The  slight  decrease  to  the  previous  year  in  the  number  of  children  examined  and  the  amount  of  treatment 
provided  was  due  to  the  fact  that  until  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  we  were  three  dental  officers  less. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  vacant  orthodontic  post  has  now  been  filled  and  the  orthodontist 
will  be  taking  up  his  appointment  in  May,  next  year.  The  failure  to  fill  this  post  has  prevented  the  expansion 
of  this  service,  where  there  is  an  increasing  demand. 

An  additional  dental  officer  has  been  appointed  to  look  after  the  Wroughton  and  Malmesbury  areas.  This 
will  reduce  the  size  of  the  Swindon  and  Caine  dental  officers’  regions  and  make  easier  treatment  facilities  avail¬ 
able  to  the  children. 

In  addition  to  our  general  dental  health  education  programme,  Mr.  Heath,  Caine  dental  officer,  in 
collaboration  with  the  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  Dunstan  School  produced  an  operatta  based  on  dental  health 
and  this  was  played  to  audiences  of  children  and  parents.  It  was  generally  agreed  that  this  new  approach  to 
dental  health  education  was  successful  and  copies  of  the  operetta  are  available  in  our  health  education  library. 

Three  dental  officers  retired  during  the  year.  Mr.  R.  S.  McMinn  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Randerson  after  thirty-five 
and  twenty-one  years’  service  respectively  with  this  authority,  and  Mr.  E.  G.  H.  Lightfoot  after  twenty  years’ 
service,  although  not  all  of  the  time  with  this  County.  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  them  for 
their  invaluable  help  to  the  service  and  to  wish  them  many  happy  years  of  retirement. 

Dental  officer  appointments  during  the  year  have  been  as  follows  :  Mr.  P.  R.  I’Anson,  Wroughton  area  ; 
Mr.  R.  J.  Ryder,  Swindon  area;  Mrs.  E.  B.  Medley,  Salisbury  area;  Mr.  E  J.  Nash,  Marlborough  area. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  school  dental  service  for  their  continued  support  in  dealing 
with  the  increasing  demand  for  treatment  and  I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  help  and  co-operation  from  the 
teachers  and  other  staff  of  the  Education  Department.

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Health  Education 


There  was  steady  progress  in  health  education  in  schools  and  youth  clubs  and  for  parents.  Medical  officers, 
health  visitors,  dental  officers  and  dental  auxiliaries  all  take  part  in  the  work  using  audio-visual  aids  where  they 
are  appropriate.  In  dealing  with  personal  relationships  use  is  made  of  teams  each  consisting  of  a  medical  officer 
and  a  health  visitor.  A  satisfactory  feature  of  the  year  has  been  an  increase  in  the  communication  and  sharing 
of  responsibility  between  teachers  and  staff  of  the  Health  Department  in  the  educational  personal  relationships 
schemes. 

The  dangers  of  cigarette  smoking  have  been  emphasised  and  most  secondary  schools  have  been  visited  by 
a  medical  officer  for  a  short  talk  and  discussion  on  this  subject,  supported  by  a  showing  of  the  film  “  Smoking 
and  You.” 

Although  progress  in  health  teaching  in  primary  schools  is  slow,  during  the  year  930  health  talks  were  given 
by  health  visitors  in  313  primary  schools.  Every  time  a  doctor,  dental  officer  or  health  visitor  sees  a  child  or 
its  parents  is  an  opportunity  for  informal  health  education  and  this  is  an  important  aspect  of  all  medical  and  dental 
examinations.  Apart  from  this  the  following  gives  an  indication  of  the  amount  of  formal  health  education  work

SCHOOL  PREMISES 

The  inspection  of  school  premises  by  school  medical  officers  and  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector  was 
continued  throughout  the  year  and  defects  were  referred  to  the  Chief  Education  Officer. 


SCHOOL  MEALS  HYGIENE 

The  inspection  of  school  meals  premises  was  continued  during  the  year  in  an  endeavour  to  ensure  that  the 
premises  and  methods  conformed  with  the  standard  required  by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Defects  and 
deficiencies  found  were  reported  to  the  Chief  Education  Officer.

SCHOOL  MILK 

School  milk  suppliers  are  supervised  by  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector,  including  sources  of  supply, 
sampling,  and  investigation  of  complaints.  Pasteurised  milk  only  is  used.  Milk  is  no  longer  supplied  to  secondary 
school  children. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Education  Officer  for  the  information  that  33,494  primary  school  children  outside 
of  the  Excepted  District  of  Swindon  were  supplied  with  milk  on  an  average  day  in  October.  This  was  89.0  per 
cent  of  the  children  who  were  entitled  to  take  milk. 


PROTECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN  AGAINST  TUBERCULOSIS 


B.C.G.  Immunisation 

The  number  of  school  children  who  received  B.C.G.  immunisation  against  tuberculosis  was  3,870.  Further 
details  under  this  heading  are  given  in  my  report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

A  case  of  tuberculosis  occurred  in  one  school.  An  investigation  was  made  into  other  children  at  the  school 
and  members  of  the  school  staff,  but  no  other  case  or  source  of  infection  was  discovered. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Head  teachers  are  asked  to  inform  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  when  children  have,  or  are  suspected 
of  having  infectious  illness  or  are  contacts.  This  information  is  followed  up  where  necessary  in  conjunction 
with  the  appropriate  district  medical  officer  of  health.  The  school  health  visitor  also  gives  any  necessary  advice. 
The  County  Public  Health  Inspector  takes  part  in  such  investigations,  especially  of  outbreaks  of  dysentry  and  of 
vomiting  and  diarrhoea.
